the basis- of 7-8 inch middling cot- 
toii.,

Those-electing to stick lo their 


allotments will be eligible lor sup- 
port at 75 per cent of parity or an 
avfrage of 28.97 cents for the 
same base grade. This is called 
choice A plan. > 


Parity is a standard for measur- 


ing farm prices declared by -law 
to be fair to farmers in relation to 
prices charged them. ; / - 


Through March 4, 29,663! of the 


951,376 farms assigned 19SO cotton 
allotments had elected the choice 
B plan. They-increased.their allot- 
rnnHs from 1,402,448 to 1,9G3,415 
acres, an increase of 560,967 acres. 
This brought the total allotment 
for the crop to 16,870,967 acres as 
of thai date. 


Under a similar choice program 


last year, 68,559 farms elected the 
choice B plan lo increase Iheir al- 
lotments from' 2,558,827 lo 3,582,- 
35C acres.

Moon Not So 
Rugged as 
First Thought 


By JOHN B. kNOX 


BEDFORD, Mass. (AP>—Space 


men landing on the moon won't 
find a land wierdly scarred with 
jagged mountains and deep cra- 
ters; It will be less rugged than 
previously thought, and 
flatter, 


scientists reported today. 


These conclusions, disclosed by 


Lhe Cambridge research center of 
the Air Research 
and Develop- 


ment Command* are based on a 
new technical study of the moons 
surface in which British, French 
and American scientists are tak- 
ing part. 


The conclusions are based upon 


measurements of shadows of lunar 
prominences as the shadows creep 
fo"ward, or recede, across the. 
moon's surface. 


Knowing the relative positions 


of earth, moon and sun, it is then 
possible to compute heights of 
prominences rising above the sur- 
rounding lunar terrain and deter- 
mine the profile of the surround 
ing surface. 


This is described as the first 


mapping of the face of the moon 
to show 'fiqw i.t wjll appear to a 
traveler on its surface. 


The Air Force scientists say the 


study shows there is an apparent 
lack of steep slopes or lowering 
rock faces. In fact, the absence 
of 
pronounced landmarks 
may 


give the moon traveler difficulty 
in identifying his position. 


The new technique had its ori 


gin in original lunar topography 
studies made public in February 
1958 by Prof. Zdenek Kopal of the 
University of Manchester, in Eng- 
land, and Dr. Gilbert Fielder, a
